STRAND HOTEL 


New hopes and lost illusions of a crumbling 
empire meet briefly in the ruins of Rangoon 
by ROY ROWAN 


Winging in on the winds of the monsoon like huge gulls, two BOAC 
flying boats dipped through Rangoon’s murky overcast and let down 
lightly on the Pegu River. Flight 701, London-bound plane from Au- 
stralia, Singapore and Bangkok, taxied to the marine base jetty. Close 
behind followed Flight 700 from London, headed in the opposite di- 
rection, An hour later the rumpled passengers, carrying morning pa- 
pers from Karachi or Singapore and small overnight bags, streamed 
into the brightly lighted lobby of the Strand Hotel. Perspiring Burmese 
porters sprang to attention. The dozen new overhead fans commenced 
to whir as the hotel, deserted since the early morning passenger ex- 
odus, suddenly came to life. 

Before the war the Strand offered the luxuriant, rely atmos- 
phere of any first-class Far Eastern hotel, A 10-piece Filipino band 
played nightly in the spacious teak-paneled ballroom. Planters in 
starched linen suits, red-faced British colonels and wealthy white-tur- 
baned Indian merchants lingered over pink gins and rattled dicecups 
in the bar. 

Now it stood a bomb-shattered wreck, with gaping holes blasted in 
its walls, broken beams dangling over crumbled plaster and debris 
heaped in the old lobby. Only the rear annex had been patched, plas- 
tered and painted to accommodate transient BOAC passengers during 
a one-night layover in Rangoon. This restored section served as an 
east-west clearing house for a new breed of travelers, as obviously 
postwar as the hotel itself. 

They came at dusk and left at dawn—a two-way migration of earnest 
Britishers journeying to new jobs and new lives. One group, exhausted 
from terror and turmoil in the Far East, sought the plain comforts of 
home in England. The other group, fed up with England’s restrictions, 
regulations and rationing, was striking out for the same Far Eastern 
outposts in a shrinking empire. There were men and women, young 
and old. Some were going to definite jobs and homes; others, flying 
blind, hoped to find work and a place to live. Here for a single even- 
ing in Burma’s war-ravaged capital, they were thrown together to 
dine, drink and talk. At dawn they would wing out on their opposite 
ways. 

The Strand’s freshly painted lobby served as combination bar, lounge 
and dining room. The passengers huddled in small groups around low, 
polished teak cocktail tables. Barefoot Indian waiters, resplendent in 
black fezzes and gleaming white achkans, long coats with broad green 
cummerbunds drawn tightly around their waists, padded noiselessly 
through the crowd taking orders and serving drinks. The passengers

FLI’S LEVI JAC KS ON als MERITS, NOT “TOLERANCE,” MADE HIM YALE’S CAPTAIN 


The Yale football team has just elected Levi 
Jackson, its hard-running Negro halfback, to 
be captain for 1949. The temptation for the 
writer interested in race relations is to make a 
oa sociological point of it. Jackson is the first 

legro ever to play football for Yale, an Ivy 
League institution whose lineage goes back to 
1701; he never went to a swank preparatory 
school, being in fact a “townie” graduate of 
New Haven’s Hillhouse High School; his fa- 
ther had been a steward for many years at the 
Yale Faculty Club. Only at tremendous inter- 
vals in the past has a native New Haven boy 
such as Albie Booth been football captain at 
Yale; far more frequently the Elis have turned 
to out-of-town “bluebloods” such as Cotty 
Davison of the Long Island Davisons, who 
was captain in 1947, Jackson has taken two 

‘ traditional barriers, those of race and place- 
origin, in one tremendous leap. 
victory for “tolerance”? To interpret it 
in such terms is factually accurate, yet the ac- 
tual significance of Jackson’s election must 
ooze away if that is all one has to say about it. 
For the truth is that the members of the Yale 
team, who wanted Jackson to be the 1949 lead- 
er even though tradition usually gives the job 
to a lineman, did not vote for Lopin’ Levi in 
the spirit of a group of self-consciously “toler- 
ant” do-gooders passing a resolution to endorse 
a Fair Employment Practices Committee bill. 
There was the usual difference of opinion on 
the squad at first over the relative claims of 
two or three standout players, But after the 
arguments had subsided, after each individual 
had purified his motives in the wake of the first 
electioneering phase, the election of Jackson 


was made unanimous. Jackson happened to be 
the most continuous “hopper-upper” of the 
1948 team; the job had fallen to him after in- 
juries had struck at Bill Conway, the 1948 cap- 
tain, at Lineman Vic Frank and at Fullback 
Ferd Nadherny. What more natural, then, 
than the choice of Levi to lead his mates? The 
aeiverety community responded to the selec- 
tion with enthusiasm, and the postelection 
celebration of the New Haven Gridiron Club 
was one of the happiest in years. 

This is the real victory for tolerance, that 
“tolerance” (in quotation marks) did not force 
the issue. The election of Jackson just happened 
as a result of a combination of things that tran- 
scended “‘race””—such things as technical com- 
petence, sree Nonal talent, personality and 
character. The New York Daily News, which 
likes to make a bum out of anyone with pre- 
tensions to something better, suggests that 
certain Yale graduates of an older generation 
may now weep bitter tears into their sherry 
and send their sons to Princeton. But this won't 
happen for two good reasons: 1948 is 1948, and 
Princeton is hardly a White Russian institu- 
tion. As a matter of fact, the so-called “gentle- 
men’s” colleges of the Ivy League have been 
ignoring the color line in sports whenever com- 
petence dictated the choice of a “colored” man. 

A pleasant, studious-looking North Caro- 
lina Negro boy, Frank Jones, has just become 
football manager at Harvard, where he suc- 
ceeds a Japanese boy named Nishimura. Not 
so long ago the Cornell University star end 

ad Holland, a Negro. One of Brown 
University’s great halfbacks of the "teens was 
Pollard, a Negro. To step from Ivy League cir- 


cles to the small college circuits, an Amherst 
fraternity has just initiated a Negro track star, 
and Lafayette College has just turned down a 
bid for its team to play in the El Paso (Texas) 
Sun Howl ce New Voor Day because the in- 
vitation did not include Dave Showell, Lafay- 
ette’s Negro halfback. The Lafayette students 
are pretty mad about the deplorable ethics of 
those who control the rules for Sun Bowl com- 
petition. But in spite of certain antiquated 
Southern folkways more and more Southern- 
ers are coming into the mainstream of Ameri- 
can democracy. Levi Jackson’s coach, Herman 
Hickman, is from sub-Mason-Dixon Tennes- 
see; he would like 10 other Jacksons for his 
1949 team if anyone could deliver them.

0, look foolish in his latter-day attempts to 
play the Henry Wallaceite statesman, Robe- 
son was All-America for two years, a four-letter 
man and a Phi Beta Kuppa.

But in spite of his own American success he 
sent his son to school in Soviet Russia, where 
race prejudice is drowned out by a class preju- 
dice that claims more victims in a year than 
have ever been lynched in the U.S. South.

SALUTE 10 TELEVISION IT LACKS RADIO’S POLISH BUT IS A LOT MORE FUN 


A wonderful thing happened on television 
last week. A singer was performing in front of 
a mirror when the reflection of a little man, 
clutching what looked like a bag of laundry, 
appeared behind her. Suddenly he gasped with 

horrified realization that he was being tele- 
vised and backed away so rapidly that he 
seemed to he jumping out of the mirror. The 
unexpected often happens on television. There 
are no retakes and few veterans. Far from 
matching the glossy, impersonal slickness of 
radio, the new medium often has a delightful 
crudity about it. From this springs no small 
part of television’s hold on its audience. 

When two or more set owners come together 
there is only one word to describe the tone of 
their conversation: “pioneering.” A great deal 
of the pioneering is past, but as a description 
of television’s present unpolished operations 
the word has great validity; television is the 
country’s fastest-growing new industry. Hypo- 
thetical golden spikes are being driven every 
week, Stations are opening in small cities like 
Erie, Pa. and Albuquerque, N.M. Set sales 
will reach 700,000 by Jan. 1. (Have you tried 
to get one installed in less than a month?) Tele- 
casts have come from ships at sea and been re- 
layed from the sky. Sets have cropped up in 
trains, planes, taxicabs and now even in Salva- 
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tion Army centers—to keep erring souls out of 
bars. The most marvelous thing yet is a “port- 
able” set, aerial and all, for about $200 (delivery, 
of course, slow and indefinite). Probably a law 
should be passed right now against putting 
automobile television sets within view of the 
driver—before it is too late. 
Jan. 12 an almost real golden spike for 
television will be driven when a cable will link 
together existing eastern and Middle-Western 
networks. The first big joint telecast may be 
the inauguration of President Truman. 

Television, as Lire’s photographie essay in 
this issue reports (pp. 131-141), has hit the big 
time in only one year. The few sets previously 
in existence had attracted the men with their 
sports and news programs, but the stations 
otherwise offered mostly third-rate fare. Chil- 
dren loved television then, as now, purely for 
itself, but according to Philco’s vice president, 
James H. Carmine, “women were holding back 
because they were not interested enough in 
sports.” This year television began to provide 
better entertainment in other fields and the 
women, who do most of America’s buying for 
the home, began to move in, 

‘And what a change it produces in home life! 
During the first months after a set arrives, a 
Hofstra College survey discovered, evening 


radio listening practically disappears. Other 
forms of relaxation, from automobile riding 
and nightclubbing to reading and movie-going, 
dive 20% to 42%. Thus, through the influence 
of the cathode-ray tube, the ideal of man’ 
churchmen and sociologists has been achieved. 
The television-owning family has returned to 
the home. The trouble is, intellectual critics 
love to point out, the return is accompanied 
by a trance which kills conversation. 
Television has plenty of horrors, of course. 
It may soon be hard on the housework and it 
will eventually affect American social amenities. 
But none of these problems compares with 
those facing the radio executives. James D. 
Shouse, president of the Crosley Broadcasting 
Corp., opined last week, “Television stands a 
‘good chance not of supplementing broadcast- 
ing as we know it today, but of replacing it.” 
Considering the present low state of radio, 
maybe this would not be such a calamity. 
Even though television has a long way to go 
in mastering its art, it is a lot of fun. It is won- 
derful to see the custard-pie comedy and aes 
pantomime come back after years of exile from 
the movies. Lire looks forward to reporting on 
the activities of this lusty new child, and if 
there is to be competition, as some say, between 
television and magazines, Lirr welcomes it.

HOOVER TELLS A[PRESS CONFERENCE COMMISSION CAN SAVE “BILLIONS” 


CHAIRMAN WORKS HARD AT 74 


Although the only living ex-President is now 74, he has proved an 
indefatigable commission chairman. He has devoted at least half his 
time to commission work, often starting with a business breakfast at 
his apartment in New York’s Waldorf Towers, and is currently hold- 
ing all-day meetings two or three times a week in Washington. He is 
also doing his best to keep the commission nonpartisan in spirit as well 
as membership. 

Recently Mr. Hoover told newsmen, “TI know the politics of only a 
few [of our workers]. I might mention that I woke up to the fact that 
one committee was composed of seven Democrats, including the chair- 
man. Just for protection from assaults from my own party, I suggested 
to the chairman that he ought to have one Republican, and he went 
and found one.” Although the commission was set up by a Republican- 
sponsored bill, it has conducted itself in such a way that President Tru- 
man again publicly announced his support immediately after election.

GREEN HAIR TROUBLE 


Hollywood titans wage a hattle over 
a modest little movie with a message 


The movie moguls above and the astounded youngster 
on the opposite page are the principals in Hollyvcod’s bat- 
tle of the year. This particular battle concerns The Boy 
with Green Hair, a picture about a boy who is ridiculed and 
persecuted because of his physical oddity. It is part of a 
permanent controversy: should pictures have messages? 
What kind of messages? Whose messages? 

‘A “message” in Hollywood jargon is a kernel of real or 
synthetic “thought,” some purposeful or forward-looking 
ideological baggage added to the standard load of melodra- 
ma or comedy. Dore Schary, who used to be head of produc- 
tion at RKO, had_nade one message profitable in Cross/i 
(Lire, June 30, 1947) and saw a chance to put over another 
when he read The Boy with Green Hair, a story by Betsy 
Beaton. It concerned a boy whose hair changed to gi 
in illustration of a passage from the Book of Revelation. 
Schary’s script-writers killed off the boy’s parents, changed 
the grass to green hair, introduced a singing-waiter guard- 
ian, got rid of the Book of Revelation and added a couple 
of messages. They paid Eden Ahbez $10,000 for the u 
of his song Nature Boy as background music; this was eon- 
siderably more than Miss Beaton was paid for the stor} 

When the film was completed, RKO had been bought by 
Howard Hughes, the millionaire playboy and plane design- 
er. Hughes hates messages—his pictures have always been 
concerned with simple and fundamental things like death 
(Hell's Angels), crime (Scarface) and sex (The Outlaw). A 
crew of skilled technicians was turned loose with orders 
to blast the message out of The Boy with Green Hair. They 
reshotsome scenes, rewrote much dialogue, but after spend- 
ing thousands of dollars (no one will say how many) the 
results were dispiriting. Finally Hughes agreed to go back 
to the original version, and that is what moviegoers will 
see on the screen when it is released. 

Most people will probably wonder what the fuss was all 
about. The film does have a message, in fact two messages: 
that people should not be discriminated against because of 
superficial physical differences (e.g., green hair), and that 
wars are wrong because they create human suffering. 
These explosive ideas are so bathed in gentle humor and 
fantasy and pretty Technicolor and cloying music, and the 
story moves around so haphazardly that no one should be 
violently affected. Anyway, the whole family will probably 
have a good time at the show. 

Schary is now head of production at’M-G-M, presuma- 
bly preparing more message pictures. Hughes is preparing a 
movie called J Married a Communist. It will be interesting 
to see how he intends to keep a message out of that one.

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A weird incident off Africa offers a clue to a famous mystery of the sea

Last week Captain Dod Orsborne, secret agent, adventurer and small- 
boat expert, told of his voyages as a British intelligence agent in the Med- 
iterranean in 1935, where he ferried spies, blew up an airplane assembly 
plant in the Tripolitanian desert, was arrested and escaped from a Span- 
ish jail. This week Lire continues Captain Orsborne's story with an extraor- 
dinary incident in a voyage a year later, along the African coast, which 
offers a possible solution to one of the most baffling mysteries of the sea. 


story of the Mary Celeste. She was an American brigantine which 

left Staten Island in New York Harbor on Noy. 7, 1872, bound 
across the Atlantic for Genoa with a cargo of alcohol. The ship carried 
two officers in addition to her captain, Benjamin S. Briggs, a steward and 
four seamen. As passengers on this voyage the captain took his wife Sarah 
Elizabeth and his 2-year-old daughter Sophia. Mrs. Briggs had been in ill 
health since Sophia’s birth and the captain felt that the rest and a change 
of scene would be beneficial to her. 

There is no record of the exact course that Captain Briggs followed on 
his crossing of the Atlantic. The Mary Celeste was not seen or heard from 
again until the afternoon of Dec. 4 when she was sighted about 700 miles 
west of Gibraltar by the Nova Scotian brigantine Dei Gratia. 

The Dei Gratia’s captain, a man named Morehouse, was friendly with 
Briggs and had dined with him in New York before the Mary Celeste had 


sailed. Knowing the ship and her destination, Morehouse was astonished 


O™ of the most fascinating mysteries of the sea is the unfinished 


to see her sailing northwest away from Europe instead of toward it. The 
condition of the sails was also puzzling. The lower topsail, jib and fore- 
topmast staysail were set securely, but the foresail and upper topsail had 
apparently been blown away. The main staysail was lying loose on top of 
the forward house. Hearing no response to his calls, Morehouse ordered 
three of his men to board her. 

Except for the sails and some water below decks everything aboard the 
Mary Celeste seemed normal. There was no sign of violence or damage 
other than might be expected after sailing for 10 days without a crew. The 
cargo was undisturbed. The clothing and personal belongings of the officers 
and men were in their proper places. Dresses, coats and other clothing of a 
woman and a small child were found in the cabin. Even the pipes of the 
seamen were in their quarters. But the ship’s papers were missing, the ship's 
only lifeboat was gone and there was not a soul, living or dead, anywhere 
to be seen. 

The first mate of the Dei Gratia sailed the Mary Celeste to Gibraltar 
where an inquiry was conducted. No evidence of mutiny, piracy or dis- 
aster was found. Everything aboard was too orderly for that. The mate 
from the Dei Gratia testified that the last entry in the log book was dated 
Nov. 24 and the last entry on the log slate was Nov. 25 at 8 o'clock in the 
morning, 10 days before the ship was found. The absence of her papers 
and the lifeboat pointed to one thing: apparently the ship had been de- 
serted by all hands. But why would a captain with a wife and small child 
deliberately leave a ship in mid-ocean when she was not in trouble?

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The case has never been solved. No trace of Captain Briggs or his 
wife and child or any of the crew was ever found. 

Several studies of the Mary Celeste mystery have been published 
and several theories about what happened to the ship have been 
advanced. Some are ridiculous and none is very convincing. I have 
a theory too. Marine historians and an official of Lloyd’s of London 
with whom I have discussed it consider it a highly plausible one. It 
is based on astrange experience I had on May 11, 1936, in the Arguin 
Banks off the coast of French West Africa, 

I was on another job for British naval intelligence, sailing this 
time with a boat named the Girl Pat. She was similar to the Mon 
Amour, with which I had previously cruised the Mediterranean 
(Lire, Nov. 29), but somewhat smaller—68 feet over-all, diesel- 
powered, with the same disappearing masts and funnel for camou- 
flage. As crew I had my brother Jimmie, ger Stevens, Hector 
Harris and a man whom I shall call Harry Fletcher. 

With the Girl Pat I happened to be passing through the uncharted 
and treacherous waters of the Arguin Banks for urgent personal rea- 
sons and the Mary Celeste was at that time far from my mind. My 
connection with certain events during my previous Mediterranean 
voyage had gotten into the newspapers through the indiscretion of 
Fletcher, who had written to his girl friend in London telling her 
about them. The girl had gone to the police, and now the whole of 
Europe knew all about me. So I was running away from trouble— 
trouble in the form of French and Spanish naval vessels which were 
hunting me down. We were heading south along the coast of Africa 
to contact an intelligence agent in Dakar for new instructions, 

The waters along the West African coast in that area are largely 
unsurveyed. They include the Arguin Banks and there are several 
“position doubtful” shoals indicated on the charts. We were sailing 
from Port Etienne, a tiny fishing village in FrenchWest Africa, where 
Thad put in to contact London. The only safe way to proceed from 
there to Dakar is to go straight out west into the ocean for about 
120 miles before turning south. I started to do this when I noticed a 
number of ships on the horizon to the north. I did not want to meet 
anybody at that stage of the game. I had to choose between continu- 
ing westward and meeting these vessels, or turning south by east 
and taking my chances in the uncharted waters. I picked the un- 
charted waters. 

The day after we left Port Etienne the Girl Pat was making close 
to 14 knots with the engine going and the sails up. The wind was 
keeping the canvas full on the port tack. As often happens south of 
the 40th parallel, complete darkness seemed to come that night as 
soon as the sun went down. I altered the course two points west to 
south by west. About 10 o'clock that night I was standing on the 
afterdeck when I noticed the boat listing slightly to windward. Gin- 
ger was at the wheel and I called to him, “How’s her head?” 

“Dead on south by west, skipper.” 

I looked for the soundinglead. As I threw it over the side I noticed 
that the boat was not moving. The sounding showed that we were 


in only eight feet of water. The ship’s draft was 10 feet. I yelled at 
Ginger to stop the engine and I went to the cabin hatch and called 
the others. ‘All hands on deck! We're ashore!” 

‘They came up running. Jimmie and Fletcher were frightened and 
wanted to take to the lifeboat immediately. But there seemed to be 
no danger. Although the water was leaving her sides quickly, the 
ship remained on an even keel. In 30 minutes the Girl Pat was high 
and dry. Even then she stayed on nearly an even keel, as straight 
and as steady as if she were in drydock. 

It was uncanny. As you go closer to the equator, the rise and fall 
of the tide lessens and in that area it was never more than 4}4feet. It 
seemed as if a giant hand had grasped the bottom of the boat and 
lifted her firmly, but very carefully, out of the water. She felt as if 
she had been placed tenderly on a cushion. 

“Let me go over the side, skip,” Harris said. “I'll walk around 
her and have a look.” 

“No,” I said. “We might be on quicksand.” 

There was nothing that could be done until daylight so we made 
coffee and waited, [ noticed that in the excitement none of us had 
thought to stow the sails. 

When daylight came we found that the ship was sitting in the 
middle of an island of sand, about a mile in circumference and three 
feet above sea level. We threw some things over the side; the sand 
appeared to be firm. Then Harris climbed over with a rope tied under 
his armpits so that he could be pulled back if he began to sink. He 
walked away from the ship in the four directions of the compass and 
reported that the island was solid to the water's edge. At that the 
rest of us climbed down and walked about, gathering sea shells to 
pass the time. 

Every few minutes one of the men asked me what we were going 
to do, I did not know what to say. I told them we would wait for 
another day before deciding on a plan, ‘The next morning we saw 
another island to the north of us that had risen from the sea during 
the night. It appeared to be smaller than ours but slightly higher. 
‘That afternoon I saw surf breaking to the west of us. Through my 
binocular I saw the surface of the water there becoming calm and 
then the gradual appearance of a third island above the water. Be- 
fore dark the island to the north sank and disappeared completely 
into the ocean. 


Afloat again 


HE disappearance of that island gave me hope. I called the men 

together and discussed the situation with them. Jimmie was 
still in favor of leaving the ship and striking out in the small dinghy 
that served as our lifeboat. I pointed out to him that the nearest 
land on the African coast was nearly 100 miles to the east. If we rowed 
there in the dinghy we would still have to go ashore and walk in the 
desert either 120 miles north to Port Etienne or 240 miles south to 
St. Louis. Undoubtedly we would die of thirst in the desert. Or we 
might be captured and killed by the cruel tribesmen who live in that 
part of French West Africa. 

“On the other hand,” I said, “there’s a good chance this island 
may sink, It may sink in a few weeks or in a few days, as that island 
to the north sank a while ago. I say let’s stay here until our food runs 
out. Then, if we're still stranded, let’s row ashore and take a chance 
in the desert.” 

The men agreed with me. That night we slept on the deck. About 
9 o'clock I dozed off. When I awoke | felt the boat rocking from side 
to side. I thought [ was dreaming. I looked at my watch and saw that 
it was 3 in the morning. Then I realized that I was awake and the 
boat actually was swaying. I yelled to the boys to get the sounding 
lead. They were already awake and taking soundings with great 
excitement. 

Harris said that there was eight feet of water amidships. In 20 
minutes we had 14 feet of water below us and I started the engine. 
We began very cautiously to move; I was still afraid of running 
aground onotherislands. We took soundings continuously. Attimes 
the water was 36 feet deep and at other times we scraped the bottom. 
An hour and a half after we started moving we ran aground again in 
eight feet of water. 

When daylight broke we saw that we were stuck on the northeast 
shore of another island. On the far side the rusted ribs of a steam- 
ship's bow protruded from the sand, 

was sure that we had moved four or five miles from our previous 
resting place. There was deeper water directly ahead of our bow. We 
put the anchor in the dinghy and rowed out to the end of the anchor 
line and dropped it. By winching a few feet at a time on the anchor 
line and running the engine at full speed, we managed to pull the 
boat off the sand and had her afloat again at noon. 
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“MARY CELESTE,” shown here in an old painting, 
Amazon, Built in Nova Scotia in 1861, she was a brigantine, square-rigged for- 
ward and schooner-rigged aft. She had just been rebuilt before her last voyage. 
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Our engine pumps by this time were clogged with sand churned 
up by the propeller. We worked on them, put the engine into com- 
mission and set our sails, drifting slowly north and northwest for 
30 minutes. Then we found to our immense relief that our sounding 
line, 120 fathoms in length, was unable to touch bottom, We were 
back in the deep Atlantic. 

Our stores were rather low so I decided to return to Port Etienne 
and replenish them before resuming the yoyage to Dakar. At Port 
Etienne I revisited the Foreign Legion officer, whose acquaintance 
Thad made on a previous visit, and told him of our strange experi- 
ence. He said that the rising and sinking sand islands are well known 
in that part of Africa. The natives call them the Phantom Islands. 
The officer said that French scientists attribute the islands to a great 
river that flows under the Sahara Desert and empties somewhere 
on the floor of the Auantic, 60 to 100 miles from the coast. The sci-

The officer asked me if we had seen any remains of a French naval 
vessel that was lost in the Phantom Islands in 1919. A rising bank of 
sand had lifted her out of the wa-

them reached Port Etienne safes 
ly. Therest perishedin the desert.

I think it is quite possible that 
the Mary Celeste could havebeen 
lifted from theocean by one of the 
Phantom Islands. 

To be sure, the position of the 
Mary Celeste indicated in the last 
entry on her log slate (37° 01'N 
Latitude, 25° 01’ W Longitude) 
and the position where, accord- SKIPPER of the Mary Celeste was 
ing to the Dei Gratia’s mate, she Benjamin S. Briggs of Marion, Mass. 
was found (38° 20’ N Latitude, 
17° 15’ W Longitude) are both more than 600 miles north of where 
the Girl Pat ran aground (20° 20’ N Latitude, 17° 15’ W Longi- 
tude). But the Phantom Islands may extend much farther north 
than the Girl Pat’s position. And it is not only possible but probable 
that the Mary Celeste could have sailed farther south than her re- 
corded positions. 

In those days most sailing-ship officers estimated their positions 
by dead reckoning and not by instrument. Modern steamships— 
which hold toa course more accurately than asailing ship—are often 
20 miles off their mark on a run of 80 miles between two British Isles 
ports when the navigation is done by dead reckoning, If a steam- 


ater settling 
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ship can err 20 miles in an 80-mile trip, it would be easy for a sailing 
ship to err 600 miles in a 3,000-mile crossing of the Atlantic—and 
they frequently did. 

Furthermore weather records at the Azores show that a bad storm 
with cold fronts and northerly winds was prevailing at the last 
known location of the Mary Celeste before her disaster occurred. 
The missing sails would also point to the fact that she was blown off 
her course. With northerly winds at gale force pushing her square- 
rigged foresails, the Mary Celeste could have been swept far to the 

south, Inthe 10 days thatelapsed 
between the date of the last nota- 
tion on the log slate and the date 
shewas foundaloneand deserted, 
the brigantine could have cov- 
ered an astonishing amount of 
mileage. Two hundred milesaday 
was not unusual for such vessels. 

Presuming that the Mary Ce- 
Jeste was south of her course to 
begin with—and the best trade 
winds at that time of the year are 
farther south—and presuming 
that the northerly gales of the 
storm drove her even more to the 
south, it is possible to picture 
MRS. BRIGGS took her 2-year-old Captain Briggs’s ship running 
daughter Sophia on the fateful trip, aground on a Phantom Island. 
but son Arthur (lef) stayed at home. The Mary Celeste weighed only 

282 tons; she could have rested 
high, dry and on even keel, without breaking, just like the Girl Pat. 
The rest is easy to imagine: the captain and his wife and child and 
the crew crowding into the lifeboat and rowing away from the 
island, as my men wanted todo; the journey to the mainland 
and the terrible, final ordeal on the hot sands of the desert. Their 
chances of survival in the desert in 1i ere smaller than ours 
would have been in 1936. There was no French Foreign Legion in 
West Africa then and the tribesmen were untroubled by higher au- 
thorities. 

And finally, after the

storm subsided, the Mary Celeste, left alone 
and, floated off when the sand beneath her 
submerged. ‘The prevailing winds there under normal conditions 
are from thesoutheast. The ship would haye sailed away to thenorth 
or northwest, as the Girl Pat would have done had we left her. That 
was the direction that the Mary Celeste was sailing when she was 
sighted by the astonished Nova Scotian sailors on the deck of the 
Dei Gratia, an abandoned ship at the mercy of wind and sea.

admitted with eandor, several dismal spots requiring rehabilitation. 
For example the famous bird sanctuary at Cleres near Rouen in 
France, which before the war had contained one of the world’s fin- 
est ornithological collections, was an almost total war casualty. The 
Germans had used it as a sending station for their V-weapons, The 
numerous misfires, plunging back to earth after short flights, tore 
up the fine forests and caused the death of hundreds of birds, in- 
cluding an almost priceless collection of rare Siberian cranes. Bill 
was conducted through the ravaged sanctuary by its owner, Dr. 
Jean Delacour the distinguished ornithologist, who never stopped 
mourning the shattered’ trees and empty twisted cages. “He'll 
never forgive the Germans,” Bill said, ‘for eating his prize geese 
for their last Christmas dinner in France.” 

But in Paris Bill found the distinguished director of the Paris 
zoo, Dr. Achille Urbain, jubilantly awaiting the arrival of a verit- 
able zoological treasure trove from the French Cameroons—a ship- 
load of gorillas, elephants, monkeys, reptiles and other beasts. “tn 
one stroke,” cried Dr. Urbain, “we shall restore the glories of this 
200.” 

In Britain on the Duke of Bedford's vast estate in Woburn Ab- 
bey north of London he inspected the last known herd of Pere 
David deer, unique for their many-branched antlers. The deer, 
so-called after the French Jesuit who brought the first specimens 
to Europe, was indigenous to Asia, but the ‘st herd there, belong- 
ing to the Emperor of China, was wiped out during the Boxer 
Rebellion in the fighting around the palaces. “Think of it,” sighed 
Bill. “The duke has 300 of these deer. I would give my right arm 
just for a pi nd in London he found the director of the famous 
zoo in Regents Park, a man named Dr. Geoffrey Vevers, crowing 
in a dignified British way over the imminent arrival from South 
Africa of a pair of aardvarks, a species of anteater which is both 
rare and extremely popular with zoo-lovers. “I can tell you that 
they are tricky animals,” Bill noted. “Their natural food is termites, 
but Vevers has gradually won them over to a diet of horse meat.” 


Cages without walls 


ILL left that7night for Switzerland, for a quick look at a radi- 
cally new sea lion pit in the Basel zoo, which had created a 
sensation at the annual convention of international zoo directors 
in that city in 1947. From there, he explained, he would go to 
Antwerp, to examine what he described as the biggest single inno- 
vation in zoo practice this century—bird cages in which a wall of 
light takes the place of glass and wires. “A fellow named Van den 
bergh dreamed up the idea, and I hear he’s a smart fellow. Why don’t 
you meet me there?” he asked, owlishly. “A lot of bunk has been 
published that Europeans are running out of ideas. If I were a 
journalist, I certainly wouldn’t think of leaving Europe without 
talking to Van den bergh.” 
The upshot of it all was that 10 days later, as Bill was sure I 
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would, I met him at the railroad station in Brussels. With him was 
a stranger, a wiry, sharp-visaged man in a blue suit, whom Bill in- 
troduced, saying, “This is that smart young fellow I told you about 
—Walter Van den bergh.” Mr. Van den bergh, who alongside Bill 
Mann’s sartorial shapelessness resembled a successful young 
engineer, was full of curiosity about what Bill had seen in other 
zoos. During the drive to Antwerp he plied Bill with questions. 
They exchanged views concerning the Basel sea lion pits, which 
allow animal-lovers to inspect the animals from overhead walks, 
and they reminisced about Mussolini's famous zoo in Rome. As the 
talk turned to the state of the Berlin zoo, I sensed the true free- 
masonry of the zoo manager's profession. 

“You did not go to Berlin?” asked Van den bergh in halting 
English. 

“The trip would have been wasted,” answered Bill. He explained 
that in Munich he had seen Lutz Heck, brother of Hans and former 
director of the Berlin zoo. “The zoo is kaput—40 buildings, all the 
animals. Not a stone remains.” 

“There were strange stories during the war,” Van den bergh 
continued. “In Belgium we heard of wolves escaping from the 
cages into bomb shelters and of lions being shot in the street.” 

“Lutz said that was all poppycock. The animals that were not 
Killed by bombs were shot by orders of the government. But I 
guess the Germans had it coming to them,” said Bill. 

"The Germans have destroyed the Antwerp zoo twice in my life- 
time,” said Van den bergh thoughtfully, “and after such experi- 
ences, what once seemed difficult becomes the normal order.” At 
the outbreak of the war, he said, he was mobilized in the army and 
taken prisoner by the Germans. That first winter all the meat-eat- 
ing animals—the lions, tigers, bears and pumas—60 in all, were 
shot at the request of the Antwerp authorities, because no meat 
could be spared for animals. A little while later, after the confisca- 
tion of the fishing trawlers by the Germans, the fish-eating ani- 
mals—penguins, sea lions, pelicans—suffered the same fate because 
no fish was to be had. Then in the fall of 1944, shortly after Van 
den bergh returned to his post as director, more blows fell. In the 
fighting for the port of Antwerp the zoo was hit 16 times, chiefly by 
buzz bombs aimed at the railway station next to the zoo. The 
Natural History Museum was hit several times; the glass in the 
greenhouse was blown out. And a direct hit on the antelope house 
demolished the structure and killed three of the five remaining 
animals, 

“Nor was that the end of it,” Van den bergh went on. “The 
winter that followed was the worst in the recent history of Europe. 
There was no coal. There was no glass to repair all the broken

windows. My head keeper and I finally carried the surviving birds 
and the reptiles into my office, to share with them the heat of a 
tiny coal stove. Until that winter my head keeper had managed to 
keep our family of 80 flamingos alive on grain from a bombed 
warehouse, which had been deemed unfit for human consumption. 
Yet in a week all of them died. I lost my last Komodo dragon from 
the Dutch East Indies. And only the other day my last orangutan 
died of tuberculosis contracted during that awful winter.” 

The end of the war found the unfortunate Van den bergh empty- 
handed except for a few monkeys and chimpanzees, a few dozen 
different kinds of birds and a pair of long-horned African Watussi. 
‘After ‘tenia: tn’ tig dismal ontalog | was quite’ prepared, oti 
arrival at the zoo, for a scene of marelloved desolation, with rows 
of empty cages and a pile of rubble marking the bandstand. But I 
was surprised when the car swung through the gate to find myself 
in a pleasant shaded park, from which the scars of war had been 
removed. The sun streamed through the trees, and every few 
seconds a visitor passed through the gate. The refreshment stand 
at the entrance presented tempting trays of popcorn and fresh 
oranges, the rarest of luxuries elsewhere in Europe; a small boy 
dashed through the crowd in pursuit of a dog which had made off 
with his ball. And in shade near the concert stand numerous fami- 
lies were eating picnic lunches. 


Milk from your favorite cow 


ILL measured the crowd with a practiced eye. “It’s a good turn- 

out for Thursday morning,” he decided, explaining for my 
benefit that Thursday is always a poor day in zoos. “It’s the middle 
of the week,” he said, “and I suppose everybody is trying to finish 
up his work before the weekend.” 

“Also it is an agreeable day,” the Belgian director ventured. 
“Tam sure that has much to do with the presence of these people.” 

“You are too modest,” said Bill. “You have a fine zoo here.” 

Bill meanwhile had been scanning the grounds, as if searching 
for something. Suddenly he asked, “What's happened to the 
laiterie—where the cows were kept in glass stalls, and the children 
could ask for a glass of milk from their favorite cow?” 

“T am afraid it is no more,” said Van den bergh. “The cows were 
slaughtered for food during the war and we have not been able to 
replace them.” E 

“That was a fine idea,” Bill went on, “and I’ve never understood 
why more zoos didn’t adopt it.” 

“There will be a new /aiterie some day,” said Van den bergh, 
firmly. “But, as you Americans say, first things first.” 

Even without the Jaiterie, it was plain that the Antwerp zoo was 
on an upward trend. Making our way through the park, we were 
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suddenly confronted by what 4p eared to be a segment of a game 
preserve with water buffalo, ak, okapi and other wild animals 
wandering contentedly about, separated from the spectators by a 
water moat. “Where in the Sam Hill did you get all those?” Bill 
demanded. 

“We have been fortunate,” said Van den bergh. “A number of 
animals were the gifts of the administration in the Belgian Congo. 
In fact, two gorillas are at this moment en route to us by airplane 
from Stanleyville. In a few weeks we will have four lions. But in 
addition to the gifts from the government we have enlarged our 
collection by trading with other zoos. Do you see those two os- 
triches? We acquired them in exchange for two lion cubs bred from 
a female lion given us by the London zoo and a male bought from 
a circus in Luxembourg.” 

When Van den bergh was not answering Bill's questions, he 
pumped the latter about conditions in American zoos. He wanted 
to know all about the platypus in the Bronx zoo and listened with 
fascination while Bill described the elaborate arrangements for 
feeding the animal. He was also intensely curious about the giant 
pandas shipped from Tibet and spoke hopefully about acquiring 
one for the Antwerp zoo, 

“They must be quite expensive,” he’said. 

“The first one is supposed to have cost about $8,700,” said Bill, 
“a hell of a price for any animal.” 

“How much is that in Belgian francs?” asked Van den bergh. 

Bill made a rapid calculation, “About 380,000.” 

"That is more than I have to spend in a year. Ah, well. Perhaps 
in better times.” 

Standing in front of the lion house, the two men discussed the 
economics of their profession and [ learned that inflation has 
played hob with their world, along with everybody else’s. 

“Elephants cost more than $2,000,” complained the Belgian. 

“T used to buy them for $400 in Ceylon, plus $87.50 for ship- 
ping charges,” said Bill.

Nothing new for 50 years 


HILE the Manns studied the arrangement from the profes- 
ional view, Van den bergh explained to me how the idea de- 
veloped. More than a decade ago in Vincennes in the Bois de 
Boulogne, in the course of inspecting the vast new zoo built for the 
Paris Exposition of 1936, he was struck by the depressing thought 
that no original idea in the display of animals in captivity had been 
made since the Hagenbecks, half a century before, invented the 
so-called barless pits. Hagenbeck eliminated bars and cages and 
achieved the illusion of naturalness simply by establishing the 
animals upon moated islands, too wide for them to cross, and in- 
geniously landscaped to imitate the forest and plain. 

“T told myself that the time had come for a new advance,” Van 
den bergh went on,"‘and after nine years of hard thought and much 
study of animal psychology, the idea of using light in this manner 
occurred to me. I first announced it publicly at the zoo directors’ 
conference in Paris in 1945, but my colleagues were inclined to 
scoff at me. Nevertheless I went ahead. The citizens of Antwerp 
contributed generously to the building of this new birdhouse; it 
was a success from the first, more than 20,000 people passing 
through the building on the first day. 

“Actually, the basic idea is simple, arising out of well-established 
principles of animal psychology. Provide an animal with every- 
thing it needs—food, light, warmth—and it will not voluntarily quit 
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its habitat, especially if the world outside is made to seem danger- 
ous. Darkness is the embodiment of danger for certain diurnal 
species. Therefore these hirds will not leave the security of the 
light for the unknown darkness, not realizing that it is the dark- 
ness that really contains freedom.” 

The idea, Van den bergh went on, is subject to many variations. 
Snakes, asis well known, avoid the cold, and with a view to eliminat- 
ing the usual glass barrier between the snakes and the public, he 
experimented with refrigerated coils concealed in the floor around 
the snake pits. Exactly as he had theorized the snakes proved loath 
to cross the invisible barrier of cold and were happy to slumber in 
little unbarred islands of warmth. But the experiment was a failure 
from the box-office point of view for a technical reason. The vapor 
condensed by the meeting of the warm air and the cold pipes would 
freeze and form a ring of ice, spoiling the illusion of no barrier. 
“However, this small technical difficulty will soon be mastered, I 
am confident.”*

THEY SPRANG FROM 
A FABULOUS FAMILY 


The Sitwells are not snobbish about their ancestors, but they are 
very much aware of them. In his autobiography Sir Osbert invites the 
public to behold his strange and wonderful forebears. There are the 
Plantagenet kings who gave Edith her long nose. There is Lady Con- 
yngham, who was said to be the mistress of King George IV; Ara- 
bella Churchill, the mistress of James II and also an ancestor of Win- 
ston Churchill; the great Duke of Wellington, who defeated Napoleon. 
There is also Sir Sitwell Sitwell, who in 1806 built a ballroom onto his 
castle especially to throw a party for the Prince Regent, and the fab- 
ulously rich grandparents, the Earl and Countess of Londesborough, 
who had a mile of scarlet carpet spread from their villa to the sea when- 
ever the earl went for a dip. But the prize exhibit of the regal sideshow 
was the Sitwells’ orange-bearded father, the late Sir George, fourth 
baronet and Lord of the Manor of Long Itchington, who never stopped 
changing the landscape in the 5,000-acre estate of Renishaw Hall, the 
family seat, and who tried to beautify the scene by painting blue Chi- 
nese characters on his white cows, which wouldn’t stand for it. 

Sir George was cool to his children’s literary ambitions. ‘My cous- 
in,” he said, “had a friend who killed himself by writing a novel.” And 
he once decided that “Edith made a great mistake by not going in for 
lawn tennis.” Cruelly or ludicrously, Sir George tried to teach his chil- 
dren worldly visdom. When Osbert at 21 was sent in World War I to 
fight with the Grenadier Guards in front-line trenches, his father coun- 
seled him, “Directly you hear the first shell, retire . . . to the cellar, 
and remain there quietly until all firing has ceased... Keep warm 
and have plenty of plain, nourishing food at frequent but regular in- 
tervals, And, of course, plenty of rest.” 

In Left Hand, Right Hand!, the first volume of his four-volume 
autobiography, Sir Osbert tells how the great American painter, John 
Singer Sargent, came to paint the family portrait (above). “Every 
second day for five or six weeks we posed ... and no picture, I am 
sure, can ever have given the artist more trouble, for my father held 
strong views concerning the relationship of the patron to the painter, 
who ought, he inwardly maintained, to occupy the same position as 
a bone to a dog—or, as for that, of a mouse to a cat—being created 
and placed before him to be worried, gnawed and teased. ... My fa- 
ther, who only admired in a female small, Du Maurier-like features, 
pointed out to the painter that my sister’s nose deviated slightly from 
the perpendicular, and hoped that he would emphasize this flaw. This 
request much incensed Sargent, obviously a very kind and considerate 
man; and he showed plainly that he regarded this as no way in which to 
speak of her personal aspect in front of a very shy and supersensitive 
child of 11. Perhaps, too, he may already have divined in her face and 
physique the germ of a remarkable and distinguished appearance which 
was later to appeal particularly to painters. At any rate, he made her 
nose straight in his canvas and my father’s nose crooked, and abso- 
lutely refused to alter either of them, whatever my father might say.”?
